29.—Jealous of the attention th at Mrs. 
C atherine Bow ker is alleged to have 
shown tow ard a man who had formerly 
boarded in the Bowker home, Joseph 
Pettit, who lived in the some house, 
shot the wom an aud then attem pted to 
kill himself. 
P ettit seized Mrs. Bowker and, as 
he 
clasped 
one 
hand 
around 
her 
throat, fired a bullet from his revolver 
into her bead. T hen he sent several 
bullets into his own brain Mrs. Bow­ 
ker staggered into the hallway and 
fell upon the floor. 
P ettit dropped in the bedroom, and 
when neighbors reached the house ho 
was unconscious He was removed to 
a hospital. T he physicians said that 
he would probably die. The tragedy 
was witnessed by a boy and a girl, 
who also live in the house. 
isaiah Bowker, husband of the m ur­ 
dered woman, is employed in the fac­ 
tory of th e Cape May Glass company 
as a batch m aker. 
Pettit went to the Bowker house to 
live ten years ago and bad boarded 
there since. 
According to the < ouuty 
authorities, he becam e attentive to 
Mrs 
Bowker, but i 
ads of the wo­ 
man said that he misconstrued her 
friendship. 
A few 
weeks ago another 
man, 
known an "B ert,” was taken into the 
house by Bowker as a boarder. 
Pet 
Ut becam e jealous of him th e Aret 
tim e he saw him speak 
with 
Mrs 
Bowker. He is alleged to have told 
her that she had no right to become 
Interested in any one but himself 
Bert seem ed to like Mrs 
Bowker, 
and quarrels resulted between hun and 
Pettit. 
Mrs Bowker told them not to 
be silly, th a t she was not interested 
in either, and that if 
her 
husband 
learned of the quarrels he would order 
both from the house. 
Bert disappeared a few days ago. 
No 
one 
can be found who knows 
where he went. but he told a friend 
that he was going away for the sake 
of peace in the Bowker home. 
Mrs. 
Bowker becam e angry when she heard 
this and rem onstrated with Pettit and 
told him that he had no right to offend 
Bert to suc h an extent. 
Pettit is said to have retorted that 
if Mrs. Bowker would not have him 
he would see to It that she did not 
get Bert. 
She laughted. and that, it 
is believed, aroused the jealousy of 
Pettit. 
Mrs. Bowker went into her bedroom 
and closed the door. 
Pettit followed 
her and apparently forced en tran ce to 
the room, where another quarrel is 
said to have occurred. 
A boy nam ed Parsons, who live* in 
the house as an adopted son. heard 
Mrs Bowker scream murder. 
He ran 
up the stairs, and through the door- 
wav saw Pettit seize Mrs. Bowker. He 
told the authorities that he saw him 
draw a revolver from his pocket and 
point it at the woman. 
A sister of Pardons becam e fright­ 
ened at the commotion and citing to 
the boy 
Thee both looked into the 
room and saw. they say, Pettit shoot. 
Mr* 
Bowker scream ed 
Pettit flied 
again and aguilt, and two bullets miss­ 
ed the head of the woman and em 
bedded them selves In a window sash 
Mrs It »wker m anaged to break from 
his 
grasp 
She staggered into the 
hall, aud t lien Pettit Ared two bullets 
into his head Mrs Bowker fell against 
the wall, cutting her head. The n e tt 
instant she fell to the floor dead. The 
boy and hi* Mater ran from the hone** 
shouting for help 
William Bonder* was going by the 
house, and he >. immoned Constable

Swain a nomination w ere that he bore 
the "com m on and general reputation 
of a persistent vote buyer and election 
corruptionist in violation of the law.” 
"If Swain bore this reputation." he 
continued, 
then it m u st be pr*»sum* d 
that this fart was know n a t the time 
of his appointm ent. He was, according 
to testim ony, appointed a t the request 
of S enator Dupont. If it be true that 
Senator Dupont recom m ended for ap 
pointinent a man whom he knew to be 
engaged in corrupt practices relating 
to elections, then he gravely offended 
against this body in being instrumeu 
tai in bringing such an appointee la* 
fore the senate for approval.” 
Senator Reed said th a t while there 
was a conflict of testim ony as to the 
general reputation of Swain, there was 
other testim ony which, lf true, "shows 
th at Senator Dupont had a personal 
knowledge of Sw ain's corrupt pra*- 
ttees, and to imve been privy to them "
